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which Jcremic affords in the next words, verl. 2. T 
procced from evill to evill , andare an aſſembly of 
treacherous men. For His Majeſties Clemencie hath 
been to them , as a cloud of the latter raine ; and as the 
dew on the graſſe, which ſhould have produced many re. 
turnes of .thankfulneſſe. But behold, he hath watered evill 
ground which ringeth forth briars aud thornes the morye 
abundantly." The beſt of them is'as a briar, tho moſt 
upright is as a thorn hedge: they do evill with both 
am earneſtly; hunting every man his brother with 
a net; T hey are gone in the way of Ca;n,and run gree- 
dily aſter the crrour of Balaam, and ſtand.in the gain- 
faying of Core. Among ſt' many” paſſages to prove this, 
theſe their infor mations of warre are 4 moſt evident de. 
ous , which cauſed me continse Jeremies Eleeie 
ſorrowfull-Song : Ohthart I had in the wilderneſle a 
lodging of a way-faring man,(that 1'might leave my 
people, and go from them. In the meant time, having 
purchaſed a copie of theſe informations , which with their 
Covenant now at laſt , with force and violence was tobe 
thruſt and preſſed upon me, 1 returned this my Anſwer, 
whereof 1 was to make uſe with my Brethren at our next 
meeting (which was the ſeventh day after 1 had ſeen the co. 
pie) that they pteſs that as hitherto 1 could find no rea- 
ſon 20 Crvenant with them ſo now-:muth leſſe, when it ends 
zn open Rebellion. But being advertiſed of the crucell plor, 
ſnares laid for me, 1 was forced to flie from the viru- 
lent and violent fury of the Covenant , as from a Beare 
robbed of her whelps, and to ſeek friends to vertug among 
ſtrangers: leaving why at with child, ppelting in 


ſorrow, with foure young 9,to take a prodfe of their 
humanity. When 1 came to this kingdoms of 1tc!) ow 
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ſhall acknowledge their errour + for they mw 
poredmak ſens whilft they were « this woxke, 
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fo aſhamed that = treacherous dottrine ſhould have 
been _—_— fort by my Countrey-mew, to the great ſean. 
dall of the Goſpell, and deepe wounding of our proteFtant 
Religion, and rejoycing of the adverſaries, that 1 was pur. 
poſing to ſmother theſe their informations : But ere I was 
maturely thus reſolved, 1 found the matter already ſpread 
abroad, and with my eyes have ſeene other copies. This did 
cut my reſolution in the blade , þ that 1 ſuffered theſe in- 

ormations with my anſwer to them,to enjoy the light. And 
that for diverſe reaſons. 1. Becauſe =_ men( not knowing 
the Myſtery of the Covenant, nor that old ſaying of Lu- 
ther, Innomine Domini incipit omne malum) have 
thought it —_— that ſuch rebellious doftrine could be 
hatched by the Covenanters, and that it ſeemeth to be an 
invention of others, to make them the more odious. This 
I refute, by pabliſhing the ſame. Secondly, that this do- 
ftrine, wherewnto 1, one of the leait of the Tribe of Levi 
there, have anſwered, may not be imputed to that Church 
and Nation, but to ſome fattions ſprrits there, who have 
this houre and power of darkneſle : For ſince the moſt 
part of them were compelled to ſubſcribe their covenant , 
ſhall any man think that they will allow this dotFrine of Re- 
bellion ? 1 know the contrary,and dare preſume to af firme, 
that the beſt of that K ingdome for worth and fþe- 
cially of the _— ſhall aſſent to that truth which 1 
here maintajne, though now they be carried away with this 
inundation ; and the lay-ruling-Bſhops their Governours 
keep them under. Tea, my charity WA enlarged, that 1 
wut , that the chiefe Comtrivers of theſe informations 


their great words, fwlly ſtuffed with calumnies; 
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whereof 1 hope they will repent in their cold bloud, when 
they forbeare to be as the raging waves of the ſca, fo» 
ming out their own thame. Then the heart of the rafh 
ſhall underſtand knowledge. So that 1 hope the number 
ſhall be few, as the grape-eleanings after the vintage, who 
defend this mad doitrine + And 1, with Paul, ſhall have 
nothing to accuſe my Nation of. But if any,after ripe

I ſhall be ſo farre from comtradidting thoſe who have cal- 
led them all mad men, that 1 ſhall take up Pauls wiſh , I 
would ro God tinat they were both altogether, and 
almoſt evenas Paul, his bonds not being excepted ; 
which bonds 1 wiſh not 44 4 p_ 45 aremedy for 
their brain-ſick malady : havine withall their Camp- 
ſticks taken from them , as being moſt dangerous in the 
hands of mad men, eſpecially for - bus; rn And as for 
theſe Cynick and Lucmian railers, rather than preachers ; 
fuch as that wiſeman who made ſport in the Pulpit of E- 
denburgh, by rid;ng Balaams afle : and that other mad- 
cap who wounded the beait, theſe are wiſe enough for their 
new calling let them be gone to thens. Let the one learn bet- 
rey to play the butcher with beaſts, whoſe Phyſicke for man 
s naught: and let the other be an Aﬀe-breaker, and if he 
did formerly thus preach, 1 am fure an Aſſe hath dove 
more ſervice to Chrifs than rver he hath done : an Aﬀle 
caried Chrift to Teruſalem, but with ba Aſinine pratlings 
he hath none to Chriſt. And therefore 1 mould not 
that any brand mir Church with ſuch ſpots, -_- 
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leſle trees, wandring ſtars, and clouds withour water : 
Let them beare their own ſham. 1t cannot be deny:d, but 
our Church is now in 4 great Eclipſe, and the mauh of our 
common adverſary us open, aud th:y triump ing over us, 
cry, Medice te ipſum cura: But, Rejoyce not againſt Mc.7.8, 
me, O mine encmy,though * have fallen, I ſhill ariſc; 
though I fit in darkneſle, the Lord ſhall be a light un- 
to me. 1 hope to ſee our Church fAourithing and ſhining 
in her former beauty, maintaining againe the Orthodoxe 
Dottrine toward Monarchy, and putting to filence the | Per.z.r5. 
ignorance of foolith men. And therefore, third reaſon

Now, Right Honourable ſeeing 1 am a ſtranger in this 
Kingdome, and this my meane doo fad innedef 
one ( in theſe evill dayes) mbo us pomerfull- beth far: Mace:, 
and Learnine, for its Patron: 1hqwve therefore preſuneed 
to lay it at your Lordſhips feet, begging your hdnourahie 
Patronage, in whom both great Authority: andilucarne 
ing, Wiſdome and Juſticc are mes ; whons. this. Chuacb 
and Nation hath found a moſt gratious Patron, Wheavl aa; 1, ra.

Save your 
foulcs, fave your bod1cs and cſtatcs : be afraid tounder-take 
that _ _ 8 q—_—_ by God, adventure not a 
poore ſoule npon ſach an hazzard, in refiſting tuperior pow- 
ers, which is40 xefift the Ordinance of God, and will you

7 Theſtating of the Controverſie at this time betweene the 
King and his $ 4 jetts muſt be cleared to —_ thus : that 
all men may know how unjuſtly we are invaded , and how juſt 
and neceſſary our defence ſhall be, The queſtion is not , Whe- 
ther we ought honour to the King , for we a knowleage him to 
be Gods Depmtie and Vicegerent : or whether we ought to obey 
the King , for God hath given him Power and eAuthority to 
Command : or whether we ought to give unto Czlar, that 
which is Czlars, for that we Live ro doe moſt cheerfully: or 
whether we ought to feare the King , for he is ſet over us to doe 
Juſtice. Neither is the queition , Whether Honour ſhould be 
given toevill Superiours , for as our » Adverſaries, by moving 
of (ch queſtions at this time under pretext of dutie , doe wrong 
and diſhonour to the Kings gracious Majeſtie ; ſo we profeſſe 
in the generall, that the wickedneſſe of man cannot avoid Gods 
Ordinance : and therefore alrhowgh we had froward and Wicked 
Smperionrs, yet obedience and honour is to be given unto them, 
as being ſet up by God, asit were, in hi; wrath, Hol, 13.11. 
Neither is the queſtion, whether we ought abſolute obedzence to 
an evill Magiſtrate , for eur adverſaries ( whatſoever be their 

Judgement and pratlice ) doe not affirme that malo in malo, or 
ad malum eſt obediendum , but that Kings are to be 6beyed ſo 
farre as their Commandements are not contrary to Gods, and 
if God command one thing , and they the contrary ; in this 
caſe, it"s better to obey Godgthan man. Neither 1s the queſti= 
0% about the invaſion of the King , or any of his Kungdomes , 
which 1; the deſpitefull and divelliſh calummnie of the dyſnatured 
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enemies of this Kirk and Kingdome. But the queſtion is meer 
ly and fumply about our owne defence. «Ana inthis alſo wee 
would pnt difference betweene the King reſident in this King= 
dame, and by opening his eares to both pariies right'y inform 
ed; and the King farre from us in another King ome  hear= 
ing the parties, and miſinformed by our adverſaries : Berween 
the King, as King proceeding Rally according to the lawes of 
the Kingdome agam#t rebells , and the King comming downe 
from his Throne, at the feet whereof, the humble ſupplication 
of bis [ubjelts , yet lyerh ananſwered , furiouſly to mvade his 
loyall and well-meaning people. Betweene a King, who is 4 
firanger to religion, and tyed no further but according to bus 
owne pleaſure to the profeſſors of Religion within his Domint- 
on ; and our King profeſring with us the ſame Religion , and 
obtiged by his fathers deed and his owne eath , to defend ms his 
owne Subj:lts,onr lives yeligioudiberties and lawes. eAgain, 
difference Would be put betwixt ſome private perſons , taking 
armes for reſiſtance; and inferiouwr Magiſtrates, Connſellors, 
Indres, Nobles and Peeres of the Land, Parliament-men and 
Barons, Burgeſſet, , and the whole body of th: K mgdome,except 
ſome few Conrtiers, States-men, papiſts, or popiſhly affetted. 
Betweenc ſubjefts riſing or flandmg out againit laW and rea- 
ſon, that they may be free fromthe yoake of obedrence , and 4 
people holding faft their alleageance to their Soveraigne , andin 
all humilitie ſupplicating for Religion and [uilice, Betwerne 4 
people labouring by «Armes to introduce innovations in religi- 
on, contrary to Gods Word ; and a people ſeeking nothing ſo 
much as againſt all novations, to have the ſame Religion ra» 
tified , which hath beene profeſſed fince the reformation , and 
hath nat onely beene ſworne to ſolemnly long ſince, by the Kings 
CAlijeſtie and the whole Kingdome , both of «ld, and of (ate ; 
but alſo commanded by the Kings Majeſtie to be ſworne by bis 
Conncellers , and al reople, as it was profeſſed at firſt Bee 
tweene a people pleading for thery owne fancies , follies and inven- 
tions , and a people ſuſpending their judgement and prattice 
about things controverted , ti they ſhowld be determined in 4 
Nationall aſſeroblie , the only proper - competent oo 
a , 
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flion ; and after determination , receiving and ſtanding for 
the Ati of the A\ſemlie, The queſtion then is , wwe 54 
thi caſe,matters thus ſtanding betwixt the King and this king - 
dome, defenſive wrrre be lawfull ? or, whether the people on 3, 
to defend themſelves againſt extreawe violence and ans 
bringing utter ruine and deſolation upon the Kirk and K mg- 
dome, upon themſelves and their poſteritie ?

Your ſecond difference is 
of the like {tuffe, Between the King proceedin by lawes, and 
the King comming furiouſly acainf bis Swbjetts, His Maje- 
ſtic was ſtill w«Il pleaſed, and fo remaine. h, ro procced ac- 
cording to the Laws : bur you willn.t ſtand to his judge- 


ment , bat mult be Judges in your owne cauſe : and how! if 
is 
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bis Majeſtic, after fo long contempt of him, and his Lawee, 
bee forced to draw the ſword of Iuſtice, youcry out, hee 
commeth furiouſly againſt you. Your third difference is of 
the ſame natu:C, Berweene « King who is a firanger to religi- 
on, anda King who is of the ſame withus, What make you 
the difference hercin ? Will you not reſiſt a ſiranger to reli» 
gion,if he invade you by a! mes? The ftranger toreligion, 
by the Law of God, and his calling, is bound co defend the 
Religion within bis Dominions, aſwell as our King ; onely 
this , our King is more obliged by kis generall calling of 
Chriſtianitie, anJ by his owne fa and decd : and bleſſed be 
God , he will everdoit, Your fourth difference is ofno 
purpoſe alſo. Betweene 4 private man ,aud the whole bodie of 
a Kingdome for the moſt part, cc, Tell me then, doe 
grant , that one private man ought not to defend himſelfe 
azainſt the Supr.me Magiltra'e by armes ? albeit, it bee 
true that he may not , and you doe here dcny it ; yet 
muſt be forced ro acknowledge the lawfulnes of it: for after- 
ward, your reaſon ſhall make it good, rhat you maintain the 
lawfulncſſc of a private mins taking up of arm<cs,againlt the 
Lords anointcd. 

You doeno (mall injurietoour Nation ; to affirme that 
the whole bodi: of the Kingdome, except a few, &c. 1. For 
it's notorious, that the whole body of the Kingdome, for 
the moſt part, didneverdreame of ſuch a thing,asto:take up 
arm«c$ againſt the Lords anointed, but were moſt AY 
perſwaded , that their covenant did not carry them to 
rebellion ; but only to ſerve God,and their King, Andnow 
many of them are exclaiming , that they are deceived, and 
muſt be perjured,if they take armes againſt their King, And 
how many arc ing under this , and would gladly bec 
freed ? and yet . — r your tercours and affrightments. 
2, They are many who have ſubſcribedthe Kings Covenant, 
who will be loarhto be inthat Caregorie withyou : For I 
hope they know,that, beſide the finne of Rebe/lion, they will 
alſo incurre Perjwrie , if they runne with you in your evill 
way. For they are cbliged by theirboud, = makoup _ 
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five armes in defence of the King, Religion and Lawes : and 
that only when bye-Fthoritie they are commanded fo to do. 
But your covenart obliges you to take up armes againſt his 
Majeſtic, eventhough he forbid you ; if by common conſext 
you think it ſhould be done. 

Your fifth difference is of the ſame nature too, Berweene 
a people holding faſt their alleagiance, cc, If you be ſuch as 
you call your ielves, his Majeltie hath no quarrell againlt 
you, butherein yet you muit be judges in your owne cauſe, 
and the King mult ſtand to your ſentence.

Your daily practiſes beare witneſle, whether 
you be ſuch men as you call your {clves. 

3 You ſay that yc have /#/pended your judgement and pra- 
iſe about things controverted , till they be determined by a 
lawfull aſſembly. Anſwer 1. You did not ſuſpend your judg- 
ment and praiſe, but by your covenant have abjurcd theſe 
things controverted, as hea 1s of poperie ; as the learned Do- 
Rors of eAberdeen molt clearcly have ſhowen , which yee 
werenever hitherto able to anſwer : and if this bee to 
ſuſpend your judgement, you are worſe thanche wife of 
Bodwell , who firſt ſpake, and then adviſed; you have firſt 
{worne to the one part of the controverſic, and then take it 
to conſultation.

Your laſt twodifferences may be joyned in one, you pro« 
feſle your ſelvesto be zealous in religion, and that the Kings 
Majcſtic is urging the ſwearing to the true religion of his 
SubjeRs,&c, Who then 1s to hurtour religion? whois com= 
ming by armestodeſtroy it? if his Majcſtic be for you, 
who is againſt you ? You havethe King a Pat terne aud Pa- 
trou of Piety, and why did you proteſt againſt the covenant, 
becauſe hee commanded it ? But all this tends to noother 
ſenſe then to brand ſo worthy a King with perjuric and diſ- 
ſimulation. 

You have therefore moſt wickedly ſtated the queſtion, 
eſpecially fince his Majeſtic by many publiſhed Proclamati- 
ons hath often aſſured you, that he is ſo far from thinking of 
any innovation of re'1gion , that he 15 reſolved conſtantly to 
maintaine the ſame, as it is eſtabliſhed by law in this King-» 
dome of Scot /and, and hath beene ſo ready to give all full fa- 
tisfation , that he hath in a manner grantcd all that was pe- 
titioned for of his Majeſtic : reade his Majeſtics Proclama- 
tion and Declaration, datcd the 25, of Febr. where ye ſhall 
finde the ſtate of the queſtion rightly ſer downe,and clearcly 
ſce, that he is ſo farre from intending the ruine and ſubvyer- 
ſion of this his Kingdome, that he takes God, and the world 
to witneſle, that he is at laſt forced to take armes, and that 
for his owne right, and our good , to reclaime us from our 
daring and encreafing inſolencics, and for the re-cſtabliſhing 
of his royall authority amongſt us againe, And therefore the 
queſtion 1s now , Whether he be our King or not? Yea, the 
queſtion muit be now, not , Whether you may take defenſrve 
armes againſt the King. But, Whether or no the K ings CMa- 
jeſtie may take defenſive armes againſt a diſloyall and rebelli- 
ous people : for doe not you ts. his loyall ſubjeRs,beſieg- 
ing his citics by armics of men, becauſe they _—_

fraud taken his Caſtles, led captive his captaines, and other 
ſubje&s, and Yaid hold upon all whom ye know loyall ſab- 
jeRts, to ward them, and compell them to runne your croo- 
ked courſe ? you ſpare not the Lords owne Day, in time of 
Gods {ervice, in the houſe dedicated to his worſhip, to take 
his Majeltics ſervants and keepe them in ward, and diſpone 
upon the Kings forts and caſtles, as you thinke good ; put- 
ting in and p tting out whom you pleaſe : drinking and 
carouzing in his Caltles, quaſs jams pared vittoria, I, you 
have triumphed , leading the Kings Crowne captive , with 
Tuck of Drumme, in great folemmttethrough theſtreer 
of your Citie of Confuſion : and afterward have notonel 
appointed your oftice- men of warre for reſilting of authort- 
tic, but alſo (as I am credibly informed) have ere&ted a new 
government of 26. Governours of Nobles, Barons and Bur 
geſſes yearely changeable , for the government of the 
Kingdome, 

As for his Swpremacie then, no wonder that it be gon,for 
in your latt pretended generall aſſembly,you are not far from 
that which Opratss ſayes of the Donatifts, Ile ſolito furore 
accenſus Aicit, Quid imperators cans eccleſiaÞ he being kind- 
led with his wonted furic,faycs, What hath the Emperony to 
dee with the Church ? In your proteſtations you give him no 
more a-doe,but to be preſentamong you , that as an inferior 
officer he may atrend yo .,and ſee that no tumult or outward 
diforders be among you, whe arc the ſupreme Iudges in 
cauies Ecclefiaſticall. You will admit of no appellation from 
you to the King, buthave deprived them that thus appealed 
whilſt even the ewes in an Fecleſrafticall matter, admitted 
Paxls lawfull appeale to a Pagan Emperour : and whercas 
generall aſſemblics ſhonld ever carric /ibertatem judicarnds, 
non neceſiitatem credendi, 2s Auguſtine ſaics ; and the a*y 
thereof arc only ({anons , Direttions , and Rules , without 
any power to be/awez, till they be confirmed, ratified, and 

allowed by the Supreme CHagifſty are, <A ſervit Chriftoe, 
Leges ferends pro Chriſto, who ſerve Chrilt, making Lawes 
| for 
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for Chriſt,as Aguſtin (aies,yer you make them tobe lawes 
of ceaFive power, by vertue wherof, ye depoſe and ex- 
communicate whom you pleale,ſummon before your {om- 
witrees, whom and when you p'caſe ; and becauſe th:y did 
nat appeare before your Commitree, though forbidden by 
his Majeſtics Proclamation, they have ſuſpended them from 
their Minilteriall funFion, Thus Attributing to their Al- 
ſembly not only Dire#;vebut alſo Coaftive powernot only 
without, but alſo againſt ſupreme Authority. It remaines 
then that ye conclude with Emanxell Ss in his Aphoriſme,
